Governors of 45 states and 
five territories came here at 
President Eisenhower's in 
vitation today for top-level 
briefings on national and 
world problems and to see 
secret films of the latest 
weapons. 

Mr. Eisenhower cancelled his 
usual Monday morning meeting 
with Republican Congressional 
leaders to welcome the gover- 
nors at the opening of the extra- 
ordinary two-day confertnce 

He also will address the 
governors Tuesday at the end 
of their meetings in the fourth 
floor conference room of the old 
state department building adja 
cent to the White House. 

But he did not plan to sit in 
on the secret briefings which 
the governors will receive from 
cabinet members and other top 
officials on foreign policy, de 
fense plans, budget balancing 
and other knotty problems con 
fronting the administration in 
its “peace offensive.” 

The conference was designed 
to give the governors a “first- 
hand picture of the present 
state of the world and the role 
of the United States in it.”

RIME MINISTER ST. LAURENT 
has been quick to give support 
to the suggestion voiced last week by 
Transport Minister Chevrier, that 
Canada and the United States should 
build two separate seaway channels 
in the international section of. the 
St. Lawrence River 

This is a totally new proposal, 
no doubt advanced with a purposely 
dual intent. It may be viewed either 
as a last call to spur the United 
States into taking an active part in 
the great seaway plan, or as a final 
word as -to what our neighbor can 
do-at a later date if it misses the 
boat at the present time. 

The St. Lawrence Seaway Plan, 
as everyone knows by now, is com- 
posed of two phases. One is the great 
hydro-electric development of the 
river, costing some $400 millions and 
designed to relieve power shortages 
already being felt in Ontario and 
New York State. The other phase, 
estimated at $300 millions, involves 
construction of channels and locks 
which will permit the passage of sea- 
going vessels into the Great Lakes. 

Preparations for the first phase 
have almost been completed. The On- 
tario Hydro Commission has been de- 
signated as the Canadian entity 
which will carry out the power de- 
velopment in conjunction with a cor- 
responding United States agency. 
Delay, however, has occurred in 
naming the latter. 

New York State appears to be the 
logical candidate, but has been op- 
posed by a private applicant, leading 
the federal licensing commission to 
institute a prolonged investigation 
of the applications. This ultimately 
must come to an end, however, and 
it is then to be expected that the 
power project will quickly get under 
way.

Only such a stalemate, it is 
held, can explain the failure to build any 
one figure up to Stalin’s proportion, while 
the various incidents that have occurred 
are seen aS manoeuvres by one group or 
another seeking to break the stalemate 
Neither Mr. Beria nor Mr. Malenkov can 
be in control, since, if either were, he 
would have moved more energetically 
against his rival 
PRESENT AMBIGUITY 

The debates and arguments centering 
about these theories will undoubtedly 
continue as long as the present ambiguity 
of Soviet power remains. Nevertheless, 
most observers are agreed that the So- 
viet Union today is ruled by a group of 
men rather than any one man as under 
Stalin. Moreover, it is apparent that Mr. 
Beria’s “public prestige and seeming 
power have mounted enormously. 

Finally, there are few participants in 
this great guessing game who think that 
all the evidence is in. The most likely 
expectations would seem to be that there 
will be new ‘convulsions in the future 
that will have to be considered.

NATIVE DANCER, DARK STAR MEET AGAIN IN PREAKNESS 


| Did Best Horse Win Derby 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 4 
(UP) Will Native Dancer 
gain revenge 
defeat in the Kentucky Derby 
by spoiling Dark Star’s bid 
for the turf's triple crown? 

Veteran horsemen, just re 
covering from the surprise of 
Dark Star's 25-to-1 triumph in 
Saturday’s run for the Roses 
at Churchill Downs, were bus- 
ily debating that big post- 
Derby question today as both 
star colts were readied for 
shipment to Belmont Park. 

Many. of the hardboots 
frankly said they thought the 
best horse, Native Dancer, 
didn’t win the Derby—even 
the official chart of the race 
declared the losing Al Vander- 
bilt colt “probably was the 
best” in the field. 

And these were 


for his upset 


stoutly 


arguing that the big grey colt 
will wreak revenge on Dark 
Star when the two clash on 
May 23 in the second “jewel” 
of the triple crown, the $100,- 
000 added Preakness Stakes at 
Pimlico. 

On the other hand, Dark 
Star's new legion of fans 
pointed out that the Preak- 
ness is a sixteenth of a mile 
shorter than the Derby, and 
they argue that if Native 
Dancer couldn't overhaul 
Dark Star in the Derby, he'll 
never do it in a shorter race. 

There's no argument at all 
that Native Dancer had what 
ene trainer called a “rough 
trip” in the Derby.—he was 
jostied by Money Broker on 
the first turn and then some- 
what: boxed in. 

“My horse got sloughed on 
the first turn,” said bitterly 


disappointed jockey Eric 
Guerin. “And, besides, he 
didn’t seem to like the track.” 

“Some Native Dancer fans 
were blaming Guerin for not 
keeping his previou#tly un- 
beaten steed out of trouble. 
They said that he should have 
kept Native Dancer clear and 
that, by failing to do so, he 
cost the favorite at least four 
lengths 

But Vanderb™ and trainer 
Bill Winfrey emphasized that 
they have “no complaints” 
about Guerin’s ride, and they 
generously overlooked Native 
Dancer’s bad racing luck with 
the joint comment that they 
have “no alibis” for his de- 
feat. 

Both Winfrey and Ed Hay- 
ward, trainer of Dark Star, 
disclosed that their horses 
came out of the Derby in 


“perfect condition”—Winfrey 
denied that the Dancer had 
developed ankle trouble. 

Jockey Henri. Moreno 
reaping a major share of the 
praise from the hardboots for 
his winning ride on Dark 
Star. The overlooked rider 
got his speedy horse off in 
front and raced him along at 
the’ head of the pack. perfectly 
to clock 2.42 three-fifths 
of a second the Derby 
record. 

“He couldn't have ridden a 
better race if I had given him 
a blueprint,” said Hayward. 

Moreno disclosed that he 
had intended to rate. Dark 
Star along in third place be- 
hind Correspondent and Na- 
tive Dancer, but “I had so 
much horse under _me I 
changed my mind going down 
the stretch the first time.”

Victoria has the highest per 
capita membership in the 
Church of England of any city 
in Canada, according to a Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics re- 
port on the 1951 census. 

The figures show this is the 
only city outside Ontario with 
more Anglicans than members 
of any other faith. 

In 1951 there were 20,273 An- 
glicans in Victoria out of a total 
of 51,331 who registered as 
members of various faiths 

Second largest church group 
is in the United Church of Can- 
ada, with 12,508 members here, 
followed by 5,352 Presbyterians 
and 5,088 Catholics. 

The census shows members of 
other faiths as: Baptist, 1,793; 
Lutheran, 961; Greek, 190; 
Ukrainian Catholic, 118; Jewish, 
97; Mennonites, 14; all others, 
4,937.

Sandpaper Surgery Helps 
Scars of Wounds and Acne 


Sandpaper surgery is one of 
the wonders of the age. . Today

Coronation Ode Draws Ire 


Of British Broadcaster 


LONDON (BUP)—An-Amer: 
ican poet+was—treed over the 
coals today for “murdering the 
Queen's Engligh” and trying to 
“invade a peculiarly British re- 
serve” by composing an ode in 
honor of the Coronation of 
Queen Elizabeth. 

The criticism was leveled by 
Gilbert Harding, a British broad- 
casting man, against the poet he 
identified as Palmer H. Hijelle 
of Minnesota. 

“No one welcomes more 
heartily than I the Americans 
who are due in this country for 
the Coronation,” Harding wrote 
in the Sunday newspaper, The 
People. “But I view with alarm 
the attempt of one American 
to invade a peculiarly. British 
reserve.” 

Harding, staunch monarchist, 
said Hjelle composed an ode to 
celebrate the Coronation “which 
he is offering for publication in 
British newspapers —for pay- 
ment of course.” 

“I would have thought 
writing verse to celebrate the 
Coronation was a job ‘for Her 
Majesty's subjects only 
I am prepared to sink this 
prejudice if an American, or 
anyone else can produce lines 
to fire the imagination,” Hard 
ing said
